Justice Department OKs tax referendum 


JACKSON, Miss. (AP) — The 
U.S. Justice Department has 
approved June's state re- 
ferendum on a constitutional 
amendment restructuring the 
method of assessing property 
taxes. 


-The- Claiborne County Board of -~ 


Supervisors, upset that part of 
that amendment ‘involved 
distributing taxes collected from 
the Grand Gulf nuclear-station to 
44 other counties, challenged 
holding the referendum in‘ June, 
saying it violated the Voting 
Rights Act of 1965. 

The supervisors argued that” 
the referendum should be held . 
the day of the November general. 
election rather than during the 
June party primaries. 

Voters narrowly ratified the 
amendment, which created-a 
separate tax category*for re- 
sidential homes and lowered the 
assessment on residential homes 
from 15 percent to 10 percent of 
market value.
